Piccard Plans To Make Balloon 
Ascension Over Hudson Bay Next 
Summer 
Prof. Auguste Piccard, the only 
‘man who has looked twice upon the 
world from 19 miles above it, plans |} 
to ascend to the stratosphere again 
next summer from the northwest. 

shore of Canada’s Hudson Bay. 

In some ways it would be a more 
difficult flight than the first two, for 
the winds blow across northern Can- 
ada might drop a balloon in wastes

Nevertheless, as soon as the Bel- 
gian scientist has finished calculating 
results recorded by the instruments 
he will begin preparations for the 
third experiment, ¥, 

“We plan to take off from the 
northwest shore of Hudson Bay, as 
‘close to the north pole as we can 
get,” he said, recently. “Our purpose 
will be to complete the study of cos- 
mic rays at a point where the lines 
of magnetic force penetrate the 
stratosphere. When we know how |° 
the rays act under these conditions 
we will have the answer to many sci- 
entific problems. 

The professor said that he had ris- 
en nearly 55,000 feet, a point at which 
the temperature inside the gondola of 
the balloon was five degrees below 
zero fahrenheit, and outside 47 de- 


ing up and down on the mattress.

principles. Others, less radical, have seemingly lost confidence in the ability 
or willingness of the nations to abandon their extremely selfish nationalistio 
policies and programmes and work together for the common good of all. 

While progress has been slow, and many of these conferences disappoint- 
ing in the tangible results accomplished, it would be a great mistake to regard 
them as failures, For example, while the world still has a Jong way to travel 
along the noad of total disarmament, it is travelling in that direction, as wit- 
ness the real advance made in the limitation in the nuraber, size, and power of 
naval craft to be maintained by the leading maritime nations. Disarmament 
can only be brought about by a restoration of confidence and trust among 
peoples; it is a matter of education and each conference held is a mighty 
factor in enlightening people's mind and stirring their consciences. Each 
such conference helps each nation to more fully understand and appreciate 
the viewpoint of other nations. And this is an essential first step to definite 
action. 

Complete failure was predicted in advance for the Lausanne conference 
on. war debts and reparations, Of course it did not achieve everything that 
was hoped of it. No conference ever does, probably never will, But the). 
Lausanne conference did, as is now almost universally admitted, accomplish 
a great deal and take a long step forward towards the goal of a reasonable 
settlement of this most vexing problem which has been an outstanding 
obstacle to the world’s restoration to financial and economic health. 

Failure was likewise predicted for the Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa. Whatever its accomplishments,—and these-will not be fully known 
until the details of the agreements signed are laid before the respective par- 
liaments of the Empire,—the conference did not end in failure. It failed of 
course to reach all the decisions that many people desired, and, on the other 
hand, it failed in the eyes of others because it reached decisions to do things 
not acceptable to them. Where so many conflicting interests had to be 
reconciled, and; failing complete agreement, compromises reached, it follows 
that what is regarded as failure by one interest or group is acclaimed as 
success by the opposing group, and vice versa. Success or failure are, 
therefore, comparative terms. The main thing is that each component part 
of the Empire now understands the position, problems and economic difficul- 

, ties of all other parts as never before, and each has displayed a willingness 
to go as far as possible in solving those problems and overcoming those 
difficulties. That is all gain, and full of promise for the future. The confer- 
ence really sounds the death-knell of extremist trade restrictionist policies 
and unlocks the door of freer and wider Empire trade. This must inevit- 
ably lead to freer and wider world trade. 

Finally, those who are critical and skeptical of the value of these confer- 
ences will do well to remember that in olden days nations did not trouble 
very much to confer about their difficulties and strive to find a way out 
compatible with the dignity and interests of all; rather they were glad to 
find even thé smallest excuse to wage war on each other, The world is turn- 
ing away from that barbarism, and conferences are the medium, slow and 
tedious perhaps, but in the final result more beneficial and lasting, replacing 
war. True, international conferences cost money, fairly large sums some- 
times, but a mere bagatelle to the tremendous cost-ef war. ‘

Catiadian Exodus Southward Shows 

: Decline In Recent Years 

‘The belief common ‘in Canada that 
most of the Canadians living in the 
‘United States migrated southward in 
recent years is contradicted by a bul- 
letin on the 1930 census issued by the 
commerce department at Washington, 

It is disclosed in the bulletin that 
of the 1,278,421 natives of Canada 
resident in 1930 in the United States, 
505,566 or 39.5 per cent. settled here 
in 1900 or earlier. Between 1901 and 
1914 inclusive, 232,211 or 18 per cent. 
entered. Thus there are 787,777 Cana- 
dians ih the United States, 57.5 per 
cent. of the total, whose migration 
dates from the pre-war period. The 
percentage is probably still substan- 
tially accurate two years after the 
census as immigration from Canada 
to the States since 1930 has been 
negligible. 

The war-time and post-war move- 
ment from the Dominion fs shown 
thus im the bulletin: 1915-1919, 92,- 
871, or 7.3 per cent. of the total; 1920- 
1924, 207,015, or 16.2 per cent.; and 

25-1930, 241,258 or 19 per cent. 
‘there was a steady decline in yearly 
immigration from Canada during the 
last“five year period until in 1930 the 
lowest total for several generations 
was recorded. 


The bulletin distinguishes between} 


“French” and “other” Canadians and 
‘shows that the French-Canadians liv- 
ing here have, on the average, a long- 
er term of residence in this country. 
The total of 1,278,421 Canadian na- 
tives recorded in 1930 included 370,- 
852 French -Canadians and 907,569 
per cent. entered in 1900 or earlier, 
and 64.8 per cent. in 1914 or earlier. . 
The largest foreign born group in 
the United States, according to the 
bulletin, are the 2,144,642 natives of 
the British Isles, the Irish making the 
largest contribution. Next in order 
come 1,790,424 I 1,608,814 Ger- 
mans, 1,268,583 and 1,153,624 
Russians. Of all these groups includ- 
shows about 70 per cent. were pre- 
war settlers in the United States.

Flour Mill Occuptes Prominent Post- 
tion In Value Of Products 

In a review of manufactures based 
on vegetable products just issued by 
the Canadian Bureau of Statistica 
flour milling is rated as the leading 
industry of the group from the point 
of gross value of products. This tn- 
@ustry, which has existed to meet 
domestic needs for more than 30 
years, bas within recent times shown 
@ spectacular development. There are 
383 flour mills in Canada, many of 
them of the most modern type, and 
their capecity is far in excess of Can- 
ada’s demands, running as high as 
121,000 barrels per day. In 1930 Can- 
ada exported 1,514,788 barrels of 
wheat flour, and the Dominion is one 
of the leading world-factors in the 
wheat flour industry. 

Singularly enough the rubber in- 
dustry is another which has been de- 
veloped to high importance in Canada. 
In 1980 Canada was the fifth largest 
importer of raw rubber in the world, 
ranking after the United States, the 
United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many, Nearly $70,000,000 is inveated 
in the rubber industry in Canada, and 
the products of this industry find 
their way to the remote parts of the 
world. Spain, Peru, Dutch Bast Indies, 
Portuguese Africa, and China are but 
a few of the countries where Cana- 
dian automobile tires are sold. 

The fruit and vegetable canning in- 
dustry also occupies a position of im- 
portance with an output valued at 
over $43,000,000. It is an industry 
which has made great progress in re- 
cent years, the volume of fruit and’ 
vegetable preparations produced hav- 
ing increased 121.4 per cent. during 
the period of 1923-29. 

Sugar refining Is another large in- 
dustry. In 1930 sugar refineries had 
@ production valued at $43,000,000. 
The Canadian tobacco industry im 
that year was credited with a produo- 
tion valued at nearly $86,000,000.

The underly- 
ing principle of the plan is to help 
people to help themselves by enabling 
families to contribute to their own 
maintenance and eventually. become 
self-supporting. Public. moneys that 
would otherwise be spent in the form 
of direct relief to maintain families in 
comparative idleness will be expend- 
ed toward assisting qualified families 
to get a modest start on the land.

Are In Service In South Seas Until 
Scrapped 

Not long ago a’ gleaming - white 
ship, fresh from the builders’ ways, 
stole up the Thames for a brief visit 
before setting out on a voyage from 
which she would never return. 

She was the “Southern Cross VI,” 
built at Cowes at a cost of $125,000 
and destined for missionary work in 
the Melanesian Islands, where she will 
remain until she is scrapped, as all 
her predecessors have been scrapped. 

For 73 years mission ship -after 
mission ship has cruised through this 
vast island diocese in the South Paci- 
fic Ocean, which extends in a great 
curve parallel to the northeast coast 
of Australia for nearly 2,000 miles. 
The islands are 40 in number. 

The natives there are of a primitive 
type, their religion is mainly ances- 
tor-worship, with magic and witch- 
craft besides. The white staff of the 
mission, some 50 in all, are scattered 
over all Melanesia, doing pastoral 
work. The “Southern Cross VI.” is 
their “floating church.” 


The Ways Of Lightning 
Scientists Have Discovered Many 
Facts Regarding Its Vagaries 

Just as if we have nothing to wor- 
ry about, scientists now tell us that 
lightning can strike upward just as 
well as downward. They have 185 
photographs -to prove that lightning 
bounces. You may be quick enough 
to sidestep a bolt detected on its way 
down, but what's the use? You'll 
be caught on the rebound, though it 
probably doesn’t make any difference 
to the person struck whether light- 
ning hit an uppercut. or delivered a 
rabbit punch, 

In fact the whole thing oughtn’t 
to make any difference to anybody 
struck or not struck. The great ma- 
jority of us have @urvived hundreds 
of thunderstorms just by taking care 
that lightning did not fall on us from 
above. It wouldn’t have saved many 
persons had the newly discovered 
facts been household lore a century 
ago. In the same breath the scientists 
announce that negative lightning is 
the deadly variety; positive lightning 
won't do any worse than melt the fil- 
fing in one’s teeth. How to tell wheth- 
er an approaching bolt is negative or 
positive is not included in the in- 
formation.—Newark Evening News, 


French Wheat Quota 
Harvest Satisfactory and Less For- 
eign Grain Needed 

A hint as to the explanation of 
the recent action of the French Gov- 
ernment in reducing the percentage of 
foreign wheat permitted in French 
bread from 15 to 3 is to be found in 
the latest reports from the French 
provinces to Paris, which indicate 
that this year’s wheat harvest will be 
very satisfactory. A conservative esti- 
mate is 300,000,000 bushels for 
France and Algeria, which would be 
ample to cover the entire domestic 
needs of the French people, and all 
that would be required would be a 
modicum of the best wheat for mix- 
ing purposes. This, according to the 
trade agreement recently effected 
with Moscow, will be brought from 
Russia. 

This would seem to explain the re- 
luctance of the French Government 
to enter into any trade agreement 
with Canada at the present time in 
regard to wheat. Reports from other 
wheat-producing countries, however, 
are by no means so satisfactory. The 
Russian crop, indeed, is reported as 
unlikely to meet domestic require- 
ments by many scores of thousands 
of bushels,--Montreal Star.

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Topographic Series 

There is a great deal of popular 
interest in the rich radium and silver 
discoveries recently made at Great 
Bear Lake, and in order to assist in 
the exploration and development of 
these resources the Topographical 
Survey, Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, has just published a new map 
sheet known as the Hunter Bay- 
Coppermine River sheet of the Na- 
tional Topographic series. It is the 
farthest north map of this’ series yet 
issued, extending from latitude 66 to 
latitude 67, and in longitude from 114 
degrees to 118 degrees. It was plot- 
ted from aerial photographs taken by 
the Royal Canadian Air Force in 1931. 
As a portion of the area in the north- 
east corner was not covered by these 
photographs, that part perforce still 
remains blank. 

The area covered is part of the 
Canadian Archean shield, also known 
as the Laurentian plateau, It if under- 
lain by rocks of pre-Cambrian age 
has a rocky, irregular, hummock sur- 
face, with relief rarely exceeding a 
few hundred feet. The hollows are 
filled with lakes which are almost ih- 
numerable. This area lies on the 
edge of the Laurentian plateau, the 
western boundary of which follows 
approximately Slave River, the north 
arm of Great Slave Lake, and a line 
extending north to Great Bear Lake. 
West of this boundary lies the Mac- 
kenzie lowland, an extension north- 
ward of the great central plain of 
North America, 

This region is part of the district 
of Mackenzie, the area of which is 
given as 527,490 square miles; Mac- 
kenzie is one of the districts of the 
North West Territories, the total. area 
of which is 1,309,682 square miles, 
over one-third of the whole area of 
Canada. The present map includes 
about 7,600 square miles. The Copper- 
mine River crosses the sheet from 
south to north, while on the west is 
shown a portion of the east arm of 
Great Bear Lake. 

The line of demarcation between 
the forested area and the great tree- 
less Northern Plains crosses this re- 
gion and is indicated by a green col- 
our over the wooded part. The Mac- 
kenzie district forests are a northerly 
extension of the forest belt of west- 
ern Canada. The northerly limit is 
not determined by climate alone but 
by soil conditions and to a very large 
extent by drainage also. The line of 
demarcation between wooded and 
treeless areas is very irregular. Here 
and there, far beyond the main forest 
body, fringes of trees are found grow- 
ing along the banks of the Copper- 
mine River and some of its tributar- 
ies. Isolated clumps of trees flourish 
in favourable localities, white and 
black spruce and birch being the pre- 
dominate species of trees, while wil- 
lows and alders form a considerable 
underbrush, As the northern limit of 
woods is approached the species are 
more or less stunted in growth, and 
curious instances of trees many years 
old but short and squat may be found. 

Beyond the wooded areas lie the 
Great Northern Plains, formerly 
known as the “barrén grounds,” so 
named by Samuel Hearne who made 


Only Protiem Being | Changing Pres- 

sure Which Is Easily Overcome 

For &.long time there has been a 
discussion of the question of how air- 
plane flights affect small babies. Ap- 
parently United Air Lines has ans- 
wered the question. Within the last 
week its passengers ‘was a 25-day-old 
infant, and one four months old, who 
were accepted after expert medical 
opinion had concurred that there is 
no limit to the age at which it is 
safe to carry children or babies, pro- 
viding an elevation of 10,000 or 12,- 
000 feet is not reached. 

As regards oxygen content of the 
air, that need not be considered 
at all. However, changes in at- 
mospheric pressure, such as are ex- 
perienced at differefit altitudes, can 
constitute a problem for babies. Con- 
sequently, airplane stewardesses wak- 
en children coming in for a landing 
and get them to swallow a teaspoon- 
ful of. water, the swallowing process 
equalizing the pressure in their middle 
ear with that of the outside atmos- 
phere. 


World Recovery 


Sir Josiah Stamp Says Corner Has 
Been Turned 

The New York Times, in a special 
despatch from Copenhagen, quotes Sir 
Josiah Stamp, director of the Bank 
of England, as follows: 

“Money has become plentiful and 
cheap in England and the United 
States, but so far the effect has been 
disappointing. The reason is that 
confidence in institutions and in’ men 
has disappeared, but with a reason- 
able recovery, pluck money . will 
come into circulation and commod- 
ities prices must rise as sure as the 
sun, even in a time when the busi- 
ness men of the world are suffering 
from craven and mob fear. 

“When this fear has passed there 
will bé an inquiry for the money 
now available, and at the same time 
prices will rise and peoples and coun- 
tries will begin to be solvent again. 
There are indications of changes now 
in London and in Wall Street. 

*T note with satisfaction that Great 
Britain has come back into first place 
in world finance, thanks to the con- 
version scheme. As another signifi- 
cant indication, I regard the rise in 
prices of hogs in the United States. 
That, together with the rise in other 
merchandise indicates the corner has 
been turned. 

“The danger in the United States 
{s, of course, that her highly specu- 
lative financial system will over-esti- 
mate the recovery, force it too quick- 
ly, and that a serious reaction will 
then spoil confidence. We must pray 
that the recovery will be steady and 
slow, Saran lig on, advance beyond 
the reach of fear. 


: More Diversification Needed 


American Professor Gives Advice To 
Farmers Of Canada 

Warning «Canadians to beware of 
optimistic estimates of the future in- 
creased consumption of wheat and 
counselling a greater diversion from 
cereal crops to other products, Dr. 
R. M, MacVicar, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, addressed the Cana- 
dian Institute on Economic and In- 
ternational Affairs at Orillia, Ont. 

“The world’s consumption of wheat 
fell 4 per cent. between 1913 and 
1930, he said. The world's supply 
of certain commodities exceeds the 
demand. I do not see why Canada 
should not produce a greater variety 
of the finer products. 

Referring to the Imperial Confer- 
ence, he said “it would be very un- 
fortunate if it should lead to the 
creation of greater barriers ‘between 
Canada and the United States. 
Greater trade reciprocity between 

and Canada would be more 
| effectively attained by lowering bar- 
riers between them than by raising 
greater barriers between them and 
the rest of the world.”
